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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 14 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claim is missing a structural element that would 
support the grooves. Currently, there is no element in the claims that provides for the 
grooves. 

The following terms have no antecedent basis in the claim: 
"the bracelet length", "the end of their motion", "their maximum elongation", "the 
desired position", "the desired dimension". 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure filed on 5/28/2010 is objected to because it is more 
than one paragraph and it falls to be a concise summary of applicant's invention. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). A suggestion for the applicant to 
consider would be to amend the specification to include the exact subject matter 
submitted in this abstract (filed on 5/28/2010) and resubmit a new single paragraph 
abstract on a separate page as a summary of the invention. By amending the 
specification in this way, the congruity between the drawings and the specification 
would be fixed and the disclosure would be adequate to enable one skilled in the art to 
make and use the invention. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

The examiner would like to suggest the following claim for the applicant to 
consider. This claim would place the application in condition for allowance. The revised 
claim would read as follows: 

1 5. (new) A safety device for a bracelet including a system for adjusting the 
circumferential length of the bracelet, wherein the system comprises: 

• first and second curvilinear elongated elements, each having a slot and a 
plurality of notches 

• a clasp comprising a third curvilinear elongated element having a set of 
grooves, wherein the grooves receive one of the first or second elongated 
elements for slidably gliding the elements relative to one another, and a 
fourth curvilinear elongated element 

• a button slidably secured in each slot of said first and second curvilinear 
elongated elements to slidably secure said first and second curvilinear 
elongated elements together 

• a set of stop reliefs are provided within said grooves for limiting the sliding 
motion of the first and second curvilinear elongated elements 

wherein the third and forth curvilinear elongated elements are engaged with one 
another after the safety device is adjusted to a desired position in order to lock the 
device in that desired position.
